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Dear Mr. Armstrong: 

This is in response to your letter dated February 16, 2003, 
in which you allege that your civil rights have been violated. 

The Criminal Section of the Civil Rights Division has the 
responsibility of enforcing federal criminal civil rights 
statutes. The enforcement activity primarily involves 
deprivations of civil rights under color of law, and generally 
the use of excessive physical force by law enforcement officers. 

We have carefully reviewed the information which you 
furnished. However, we have concluded that your complaint does 
not involve a prosecutable violation of federal criminal civil 
rights statutes. Accordingly, we are unable to assist you. 

You may wish to contact the nearest legal aid program or the 
local bar association to determine whether they may be able to 
assist you.
